Louisiana any woman over 21 years of 
age may be a school officer. In Massa- 
chusetts women may vole at school 
meetings for members of school com- 
mittee, and may bold school offices. In 
Minnesota they may vote on any ques- 
tion determined at school district meet- 
ings, besides having the right to bold 
any school office. 
In Michigan they 


mait pay tsxes to vote at school meet- 
ings, bnt any woman over 21 years of 
age is eligible to school offices. 
Un- 


married women who pay taxes may 
vote in district school meetings in Ne- | 
braaka. The New Hampshire law on 
these matters is almost identical with 
that of Massachusetts. In New Jersey 
women over 21 years of age, residents 
of the school districts, msy be elected 
to tbe office of school trustee. In New 
York women who are residents of the 
district and holders of taxable property 
in it are entitled to vote at school meet- 
ings, while in Oregon this privilege is 
granted only to widows, with taxable 
property, having children to educate. 
Pennsylvania permits women over 21 
years of age to hold any school office. 
Rhode Island only allows them to hold 
office on school committees. In Ver- 
mont they are eligible to the place of 
town clerk or town superintendent, 
while Wisconsin makes them eligible 
to any school office, except that of slate 
superintendent. Of the territories Da- 
kota permits women to vote at school 
meetings; Washington grants the same 
right to such as are over 21 years of 
age and are liable to taxation; while Ida- 
ho grants the right to vote as to special 
district taxes, to widows and unmarried 
women 21 years ef age, resident of the 
district and holding taxable property. 
Wyoming has granted women all the 
rights of the elective franchise, and the 
right to hold any elective office in the 
territory.

The latest 
is die account of a man in Washington, 
a detective, and ons of the best, who 
carries a bullet in his brain. He was 
wounded in about the same place as 
President Lincoln, and from the bullet 
hole the brain ootsd out until the hair

Hs got well, however, after 
two or three years of epileptic sickness.

The murder of the Austrian million- 


aire, Baron Sothen, at Cobenzi, has cre- 
ated an immense sensation in Vienna. 
Tbe Baron, who owed his title to tbe 
Duke of Saxe-Meniningen,was not only 
remarkable for his large fortune, but 
also for his zeal for tbe church, which 
did not, however, prevent him from be- 
ing a harsh and niggardly master. He 
was killed by a game-keeper whom he 
had dismissed because he had a family 
of four illegitimate children. 
The 


game-keeper bad offered to marry the 
mother of his children if his master 
would pay the expense of the ceremony. 
The proposal being rejected with scorn, 
the servant shot the Baron dead on tbe 
spot, and then gave himself up. At 
the Baron's funeral the most scandalous 
scenes took plsee, giving an odd idea of 
the boasted "Gumuthliohktit," of the 
lower orders of Vienna. The funeral 
procession had to pass through a jeering 
and boisterous crowd. The police had 
interfered to prevent the wife and cb,il- 
dren of the murderer carrying out their 
intention of being present, bnt could 
not enforce it.

Electricity SUMd 
ta 
a . 
be Use* Arterwnrts nt Baalred. 


Cleveland Leader 


After years of patient and quiet in- 


vestigation and experimenting, Charles 
Brush, the electrician, has completed a 
new invention which he considers to be 
an ample reward for bis life of study 
and work. He has succeeded in per- 
fecting a method of storing electricity. 
This is a consummation to secure which 
the greatest electricians of Europe have 
been laboring for a number of years. 
The use of electricity is no donbt in 
its infancy as yet, and the rising gener- 
ation is liktly to see most astonishing 
things accomplished with it. Mr. Brush, 
in his electric light, has furnished the 
world with one of its most practical 
applications, but bis new accomplish- 
ment bids far to extend its use as a mo- 
tive power to great lengths. 


Faure, a French inventor, very re- 


tently discovered a method of stonng 
electricity, and to use his method a 
company with large capital has been 
formed in Paris. Faure's invention 
was an improvement over the invention 
of Plante, made some years ago. 


What M. Faun describes as bis in 


vention was accomplished by Mr. Brush 
years ago, bnt the latter was not satis- 
fied with such poor results. What b< 
has since perfected goes far beyond 
what any other inventor has yet accom- 
plished. Mr. Brash's invention is a 
secondary battery in the same sense as 
is Plante's and Faure's. There is no 
essential difference in tbe three inven- 
tions. 


Mr. Brush uses for his storage reser- 


voirs metal plates, so arranged that they 
are capable of receiving a very large 
charge of electricity, and of holding it 
tor an indefinite time. The storage res- 
ervoirs vary in size, as desired, may be 
transported from place to' place, and 
used when desired. They may be put 
to any use of which electricity is possi- 
ble. They can be taken about in wag- 
ons by day, and left at the houses of 
citizens, like so much we or kerosene, 
and used at night. Each oitiien may 
then run his own electric light just as 
he pleases. Tbe plates can be put on 
street cars, connected with the axles, 
and made to run tbe street cars without 
horses. Steam cars may be ultimately 
run in the same way. Mr. Brush has 
recently stated that in a given space he 
waa able to store double as much elec- 
tricity as Faure. 


Mr. Brush has been working at this 


matter .for years, and he is a man who 
says nothing of bis work until he is 
satisfied with it himself. His last in- 
vention is only now a case of economy. 
For some uses it will be cheaper, for 
others more expensive, than the present 
methods of obtaining power. The prac- 
tical character of the invention is set- 
tled, and it is simply a matter of ex- 
pense. The engines can be run and 
electricity accumulated during the day, 
and then at night two sets of light can 
be run, one set by the power stored up. 
An indefinite amount of electricity can 
be stored in this way and used as want- 
ed. The details of the method can not 
now be made public, but will be pub- 
lished in a short time.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The rise of 


the president's temperature last night 
caused a feeling of general alarm in 
spite of the assuring statements of the 
doctors, but this feeling gave way this 
morning to one of confidence again, 
when this morning's bulletins showed 
that the temperature and pulse receded. 
There has been some increase since 
morning, but it is less than has occurred 
between morning and noon on any of 
tbe last few days. The pulse had gone 
up by 1 o'clock p. m. * 108, and the 
temperature to over 100, while the 1 
o'clock bulletin to-day shows the pulse 
only 100, and temperature 100.8 


Dr. Reyburn stid, after 1 o'clock this 


afternoon, that the president's condition 
maintains all the favorable symptoms 
that have caused so much hope during 
tbe last few days; that there is nothing 
so far as the surgeons can see to came 
any new feeling of alarm. He said the 
ease is doing as well to-day as the sur- 
geons had hoped for; that these hot 
days necessarily cause some increase of 
fever, and this is to be expected for 
several days yet. He did not believe 
tbe fever would get so high to-night as 
it was last night. 


The wound is doing well, and the 


discharge from it is all right. 


Tbe feeling of uneasiness growing 


out of last night's condition of the pres- 
ident was added to by the opinions of 
some outside doctors, who, though they 
have not seen the case, predicted evil 
results. The surgeons in charge do not 
share in these opinions of tbe outside 
doctors, as to the increasing dangers. 
While the doctors who have the case in 
hand do not pretend by any means that 
the president is out of danger, they 
grow more hopeful each day. 
Very 


naturally the slow and tedious process 
of recovery is wearying to the presi- 
dent, but on only two or three occasions 
has be manifested any such feeling. 
Yesterday he remarked, in a sort of 
inquiring way, that it was doubtful if 
the few years he would get of life at 
least were worth all the hard struggle 
he was making. But Mrs. Oarfield, 
who was by him at the time, urged him 
not to talk that way, as he knew his 
life was worth all that oonld possibly 
be expended to save it. The president 
promptly replied that he did not have 
any idea of relaxing any of his efforts, 
but that hia remark was more in a re- 
flective or speculative manner than 
anything else. 


Of course newspapers and informa- 


tion generally of the excitement and 
affairs outside are kept from the presi- 
dent, but ocsasionally he asks some 
question about these things, and gets 
some information. 
He knows what 


deep interest has been manifested in 
his recovery by the people of the whole 
world, and yesterday morning he asked 
if the excitement at the time of the 
shooting was as great as when Lincoln 
was killed. 


At one time yesterday the noiie 


made in arranging for the introduction 
of cold air so annoyed and excited the 
president that the workmen had to be 
stopped for a while. The machinery is 
in order npw, and no further disturbance 
of tbe kind will be necessary. 


Mrs. Oarfield still keeps up her cour- 


age. The ordeal has necessarily told 
upon her considerably. She takes daily 
rides, and is doing everything to keep 
up her physical strength. 


on the road of steady improvement.— 
The (lightly increased temperature in- 
dicated by last evening's bulletin crea- 
ted a natter of anxiety wholly unwar- 
imnted by the facts. Tbe story that the 
president was growing worse was told 
here and there until people of a de- 
spondent temperament were ready to 
believe that ,tbe patient was trembling 
on the verge of a collapse. Inquiry at 
the White House an hour later, satis- 
factorily disposed of tbe sensation. On 
the contrary, not only did the unfavora- 
ble symptoms abate before the public 
had fairly seized upon it, but evidences 
of a decided general improvement im- 
mediately followed. 
During tbe night 


the patient was disturbed by tbe sound 
of hammering caused by putting to- 
gether the new ice-boxes on the other 
tide of the mansion, but thia was stop- 
ped as soon as found to be annoying, 
and the president soon after dropped 
into a sound sleep. It was a wonder 
the sick man could stand the rat-a-tap- 
of hammers as long as he did, for the 
noise from within sounded dismally 
like the rat-a-tap of a coffin-shop. It 
was enough to make a well man nerv- 
ous. 


No ill effects of last night a restless- 


ness were observable this morning. Tbe 
president seemed to awske refreshed in 
body and mind. His pulse was but 96, 
and his temperature 99 degrees and a 
fraction, and both have remained there- 
abouts all day. His appetite continues 
good. The day has been close and hot, 
but tbe artificial cooling apparatus bas 
worked admirably, and the temperature 
of the sick chamber bas been steadily 
kept at 75 degrees. To this is attrib- 
uted much of the success in keeping 
down the fever and administering to 
the comfort of the patient. The con- 
struction of the additional ice-boxea is 
to have an entire duplicate of the pres- 
ent Jennings machine in order to pro- 
vide against accident in case one ma- 
chine should become disarranged. There 
need be no sudden and, perhaps, dis- 
astrous change of temperature.
